Lost in Trying to Sink Russian Ves­ 
sels at Port Arthur.

the operations of the

squadron on June 23.

As the result of the finding of 
coroner’s jury which investigated 
death of Roscoe McGee anil John 
vis, who cam * to their deaths during 
the riots at Victor on tho afternoon 
of June 6, President James ii. Moyer 
and W. 1). Haywood, seeretary-treas- 
ureraff the Western Federation of Min­ 
ers, together with some forty-six oth­ 
er men, are charged with murder and 
Inciting riot. 
Judge Lewis Cunning­ 
ham, sitting iii the district court, Fri­ 
day, fixed the bonds of Moyer and Hay­ 
wood at $ 10,000 each. 
The verdict found that on the day 


of the riot an armed body of men, 
about ninety members of the Western 
Federation 
of 
Miners, assembled at 
Victor, pursuant to a prearranged plan, 
from different parts 
of the country, 
and that they were appointed special 
policemen by Marshall O’Connell, but 
that. they were iii fact an unlawful 
assemblage or mob. 
Before the riot O’Connell was re­ 
moved from office by the mayor and 
his deputies were ordered by the sher­ 
iff to disperse. 
Notwithstanding this 
order about fifty of them started a riot, 
when Alfred Miller, one of their num­ 
ber, attempted to kill C. C. Hamlin 
and during tho shooting McGee and 
Davis were killed and others wounded. 
Marshal 
O’Connell is charged 
with 
shooting J. Jorner in tho back. 
The officers of the Westtern Federa­ 
tion of Miners are held responsible for 
the crimes committed, because of their 
seditious and unlawful language. 
The verdict accuses William Boyle 
of killing John Davis, and Albert Bil* 
lat of killing Roscoe McGee.

Russia Says T h e y Will Be Considered 


Only When Made by Japan. 


St. Petersburg, July 2.—Dispatches 
from Washington saying that inquiries 
made by t he United States government 
as to the possibility of mediation show 
that neither Russia nor Japan is In tho 
humor to entertain overtures, bt^t that 
the state department is ready to offer 
its services in the interests of media­ 
tion whenever they may be acceptable, 
are attracting considerable attention 
in government and diplomatic circles, 
but the optimistic opinions attributed 
to official circles at Washington ra*- 
garding the early opening of friendly 
offices are not shared here. 
On the contrary, wherever inquiries 
have been made, the opinion has been 
unanimous that, there 
is 
absolutely 
nothing in the present situation so far 
as Russia is concerned on which to 
base an early termination of the war, 
and that the question of peace will be 
considered only when direct proposals 
h a v e been made by Japan. 
Russia has announced her determi­ 
nation not to tolerate mediation, and 
this determination seems to be rather 
strengthened than shaken by- the re­ 
verses to her artus. 
“There can be no mediation,” the As­ 
sociated Press was emphatically in­ 
formed, “and any propositions look­ 
ing to peace must eome from Japan. 
The United States government might 
become the medium 
through 
which 
proposals would be submitted for our 
consideration, and of course any such 
proposals would 
be 
considered, but 
Russia is not seeking good offices* and 
neither the United States nor any oth­ 
er power will be asked to act as me­ 
diator.”

Rt. Louis, July 2.— P ractically the 
only feature of political int* rest a sso ­ 
ciated with th*’ approaching D em ocrat­ 
ic convention in the hotel corridors at 
p resen t is the possibility of an at­ 
tem pt to stam pede the con ven tion to 
ex-Prosident Cleveland. 
T here w a s a 
decided effort on the part 
of 
som e 
friends of other candidates Friday to 
pooh-pooh the suggestion, but others 
of them , w hile exp ressin g their confi­ 
dence that it. would com e to naught, 
frankly admitted the ex isten c e of the 
“ boom ” aud set th em selv es to work to 
counteract its effect. 
T he m ost inter­ 
estin g featuure in favor of Mr. C leve­ 
land so far as it took sh a p e Friday 
w a s directed against the candidacy of 
Judge Parker, and for the tim e being 
they w ere talked of as if they were 
the only possible candidates. 
So far no headquarters h a v e been 
establish ed in C leveland’s in terest and 
no d elegates who expressed a prefer­ 
en ce for him have arrived, but each 
train that cam e in from the sta tes 
ea st of the M ississippi seem ed to bring 
p assen gers who regarded the ex-pres­ 
id en t as a form idable possibility. This 
circum stance led to 
the 
conclusion 
that a system atic cam paign had been 
organized in New \o r k aud W ashing­ 
ton. 
The friends of Judge Parker m et the 
situation boldly and apparently were 
w elcom ing it. 
They freely exp ress the 
opinion that the serious! d iscu ssion of 
Mr. C leveland’s nam e in connection 
with tile presidency will h ave the ef­ 
fect of driving m any d elegates to their 
candidate, thus insuring a larger vote 
for him on the early ballots than they 
had otherw ise counted upon. 
T hey ex ­ 
pect many such gains from the W est 
and South, and 
notw ithstan din g he 
has only about a fourth of the total 
vote pledged, hope to m ake such a 
sh ow ing at the beginning of the ballot­ 
ing as will convince his follow ers that 
he is a winner, and thus prevent a 
stam pede to Mr. Cleveland or any one 
else. 
Com es From Southern States. 
S om e of the talk in Mr. C levelan d ’s 
behalf com es from the Southern states, 
aud th*’ Parker ad vocates attribute it 
to the declaration of the Chicago plat­ 
form on the race question, w hich they 
say inspired such tear am ong Southern 
D em ocrats that they are w illing to ac­ 
cept Mr. Cleveland b ecau se of their 
confidence that he would stand with 
them on that point regardless of his 
view s on any other question. 
T he Parker men, however, say that 
he is no stauncher supporter of the 
policy of the rule of the w hite man 
in the South than other candidates, 
and they also hold that, his chances of 
election are no better than th o se of 
other candidates. 
It is quite freely ad­ 
m itted, however, that if Judge Par­ 
ker should fail early to show the ne­ 
cessary votes, his ch an ces would be 
m aterially injured. 
An intim ate friend of Sen ator Gor­ 
man sot at rest the report that he is 
with the m ovem ent to prom ote Mr. 
C leveland’s candidacy. 
“ I know that Gorman is bitterly op­ 
posed to Cleveland,” he said, "and he 
told m e not m ore than tw o days ago 
that lie would support Parker if n eces­ 
sary to defeat Cleveland." 
There is a m ovem ent to rush tho 
nom ination of Judge Parker on the

ballot, 
and 
another 
plan Is to scatter lh*.* vote, pr* Ault an 
early nomination wiih a view of nam ­ 
ing Cleveland or Gorman.
